The Sutro Tunnel and the Comstock 
lode in Nevada was connected on tho night 
otJulyStb. The connection was made 
about ll o’clock, between tho tunnel and 
the 1G30 foot level of the Savage mine. A 
strong draft of air at once poured into the 
mine blowing out the miners’ lanterns 
and walling the Savage drift with dust 
and gravel, 
butro entered tho Savage 
wonts from the tunnel, aud a general jol­ 
lification ensued. Tho tunnel was com­ 
menced on the 18th ot 
October, 1868, 
and 
has 
therefore 
required 
nine 
years, eight moots and ten days to com­ 
plete it. It is 20,170 feet long, and has cost 
about $4,COO,OOO. Its purpose is to furnish 
drainage, ventilation, and a horizontal out­ 
let to the miue, which has now reached a 
depth of about a third of a mile. 
When a 
shalt has been eunk to this depth, tho heat 
and lack of ventilation render the working 
difficult, while the raismg of the ore and 
worthless rock, and tho constant pumping 
required to get out the water that flows in, 
becomes very expensive. 
This tunnel is 
not so large as the Hoosac tunnel of Mas­ 
sachusetts, but it is five-sixtbs as long, and 
has cost about one-quarter as much.

Mr. Conger. I withdraw the amend­ 
ment and renew it. I have been told by 
the gentleman himself and partly by his 
neigh I >ora that in his whole district there 
is not one manufacturing establishment of 
any kind whatever, not| even a shoe-peg 
manufactory, except it be, cither in public 
places or private places, the manufacture 
of alcoholic liquors. 
| Laughter ] I have 
been told that there is one newspaper pub­ 
lished IU the gentleman's district, and that 
there are three public school houses in 
that district, remote, very remote in that 
long district, 
lrom 
the 
residence of 
the gentleman who represents it here. 
[Laughter.] I have been told 
that the 
gentleman, traveling in Michigan, us he 
passed over our railroads, 
seeing these 
splendid edifices of which every village in 
Michigan can boatt, and which we call our 
Union school-houses, turned to one cf his 
southern colleagues, as they came by that 
roundabout way, and said, “ We 
cannot 
wonder that the Treasury of the t oited 
States 
is depleted when every village 
which we go through has a grand Govern­ 
ment building in it.” [Great 
laughter] 
He traveled on our railroads through Mich 
igan and saw in every village, tossy noth­ 
ing of our cities, these splendid buildings 
f oi education of all children, and you could 
not convince him that the Republican par 
ty had not etoltn from the Treasury ot the 
United States the money with w hich to 
build these “grand Government building* ”
